EST  Saturday  to 
allow  time  for  launch  crews  to  rest  and 
handle  problems  which  might  develop 
before  astronauts  Frank  Borman,  James  A. 
Lovell  Jr.  and  Anders  rocket  toward  a 
Christmastime  flight  around  the  moon. 

Rocco  A.  Petrone,  director  of  launch 
operations  at  the  Kennedy  Space  Center, 
said,  “The  demands  on  the  hardware  will 
be  the  greatest  for  any  flight  we’ve  had,” 
and  added: 

“There  are  22,000  persons  here  whose 
sole  aim  is  that  launching.  They’ve  put  in 
months  of  tedious,  painstaking  work  to  get 
Saturn  5 off.  When  you  count  down  to 
zero,  all  your  machinery  comes  into 
play-your  pumps,  lines  and  thousands  of 
parts. 

“Certainly  there  will  be  a feeling  of 
tenseness.  I’m  always  tense  at  that  point. 
But  the  moment  of  truth  will  show  itself  in 
how  well  your  team  worked  and  did  its 
job.  Once  the  rocket  is  on  its  way,  it  will 
be  a moment  of  great  satisfaction.” 

Air  Force  Col.  Borman,  an  Episcopalian, 
attended  St.  David’s  by  the  Sea  Episcopal 


Church  at  Cocoa  Beach.  Navy  Capt.  Lovell, 
also  an  Episcopalian,  went  to  church  and 
planned  to  have  dinner  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Blanche  Lovell,  in  nearby  Edgewater. 

The  Rev.  Frank  M.  Butler,  rector  of  St. 
David’s,  read  a special  prayer  while  Borman 
was  in  the  congregation.  Adapted  from  an 
Episcopalian  prayer  “for  those  who  go  at 
sea,”  it  said  in  part: 

“We  commend  to  thy  almighty 
protection  thy  servants  Frank  Borman,  Jim 
Lovell  and  William  Anders  for  whose 
presence  in  space  and  on  the  great  deep  our 
prayers  are  desired  . . . Guide  them,  we 
beseech  thee,  from  all  danger  . . . Conduct 
the  space  travelers  safely  home  again.” 

The  prayer  also  included  a blessing  for 
the  launch  crews. 

The  36-story-tall  Saturn  5,  the  world’s 
most  powerful  rocket,  is  to  push  Apollo  8 
into  an  initial  orbit  119  miles  above  the 
earth.  If  there  are  no  problems,  the 
still-attached  third  stage  will  restart  its 
engine  to  hurl  the  astronauts  outward  on 
their  quarter-million-mile  voyage  to  the 
vicinity  of  the  moon. 


Petrone’s  career  in  rocket  development 
began  in  1952  at  the  Army’s  Redstone 
Arsenal,  Huntsville,  Ala.  He  was  in  a Cape 
Canaveral  blockhouse  when  the 
Redstone— America’s  first  ballistic 
missile— was  launched  in  August  1953.  He 
was  launch  director  for  all  of  the  Saturn  1 
and  Saturn  5 development  launchings  and 
was  in  charge  of  the  Apollo  7 man-in-space 
flight  in  October. 

To  avoid  contact  with  the  Hong  Kong 
flu,  Air  Force  Maj.  Anders  had  a private 
mass  at  the  Roman  Catholic  church  with  a 
friend  from  the  space  agency. 

After  church,  the  astronauts  remained  in 
semi-isolation  Sunday  to  avoid  contact 
with  cold  or  flu  virus. 

The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  said  the  pilots  wanted  to 
relax  in  crew  quarters,  catch  up  on  paper 
work  and  study  the  flight  plan  for  then- 
historic  six-day  mission.

A recently  announced  head 
football  coaching  vacancy  at  Tulsa 
University  has  lured  BYU’s  head 
football  mentor  Tommy 
Hudspeth  to  the  oil-well  capital. 
Hudspeth  is  looking  into  the 
Golden  Hurricane  coaching 
position,  occupied  until  recently 
by  Glenn  Dobbs,  who  announced 
his  resignation  as  Tulsa’s  head 
football  coach  at  the  end  of  the 
1968  season. 

“He  went  back  there  to  talk 


with  Tulsa  officials,”  President 
Ernest  Wilkinson  confirmed.  “So 
far,  it  is  just  a feeler  and  there  is 
nothing  definite  as  yet,”  he 
added. 

“Hudspeth  has  the  consent  of 
BYU  officials  to  talk  to  the  Tulsa 
football  regents,”  the  BYU 
president  stated.  He  emphasized 
that  the  BYU  mentor  hasn’t 
resigned  his  position  at  BYU. 
‘‘Hudspeth  won’t  make  any 
definite  decisions  until  he  returns 
and  has  a chance  to  talk  to  BYU 
officials,”  Dr.  Wilkinson  added.

Most  Blacks  Desire  Changes; 

A Minority  Resort  To  Violence

(Editor’s  Note:  This  is  the  third  of  a series  of 
articles  on  the  problems  facing  the  black 
community  in  America.) 

Why  do  so  many  Negroes  seem  dissatisfied  with 
their  present  status? 

In  general,  Blacks  are  much  better  off 
economically  and  financially  than  10  years  ago. 
Then  why  the  unrest? 

It  would  be  difficult  to  give  a precise  and  simple 
response,  but  Dr.  Phillip  Kunz  of  the  BYU  sociology 
faculty  offers  a possible  reason.  He  says  that  many 
Negroes  are  just  becoming  aware  of  their 
possibilities  for  progress— socially  and  economically. 
And  many  are  impatient  because  they  have  been 
dealt  with  unfairly  for  so  many  years. 

NON-VIOLENCE 

As  a matter  of  interest,  many  prominent  Negro 
leaders  have  publicly  denounced  violence  and 
non-peaceful  protests.  The  National  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Colored  People  attacked 
militants  in  a recent  editorial. 

"Let  it  be  known  that  the  preachers  of  hate,  the 
defeatists  afraid  to  compete  in  the  open 
market, ...  let  it  be  known  that  these  media-created 
'leaders'  are  not  our  spokesmen. 

"Dissent,  protest  and  militancy,  yes.  Intimidation, 
disruption,  suppression  of  free  speech,  extremism 
and  violence,  no!" 

BLACK  POWER 

When  speaking  of  riots  and  demonstrations,  many 
people  automatically  think  of  "black  power."  Black 
power  conveys  different  meanings  to  everyone,  but 
these  meanings  could  be  summarized  into  three 
classifications: 

1.  Black  supremacy  or  a black  takeover  of  the 
white  establishment.  This  is  the  most  violent  and 
revolutionary  form  of  black  power,  and  is  typified 
by  groups  such  as  the  Black  Panthers.  Only  about 
four  per  cent  of  American  Negroes  adhere  to  this 
philosophy. 

2.  Black  separatism  and  black  independence.  This 
form  is  characterized  by  a total  withdrawal  from 
white  society  with  Blacks  being  independent 
politically,  economically,  etc.  Such  groups  as  Black 
Muslims  and  the  Student  Non-violent  Coordinating 
Committee  subscribe  to  this  interpretation.  One  poll 
estimated  that  about  six  per  cent  of  the  Negro 
population  agree  with  this  viewpoint. 

3.  Black  equality.  This  means  simply  attaining 
equality  with  whites.  This  philosophy  was 
subscribed  to  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  and  his 
followers  and  traditional  groups  such  as  NAACP  and 
the  Urban  League.  About  80  per  cent  of  the  Negro 
population  have  this  point  of  view. 

"Actually  black  power  is  more  than  a mood  or  an 
attitude.  It  seems  to  mean  to  all  Negroes  of 
whatever  persuasion  a greater  pride  in  the  Negro 
race,  or  in  other  words,  a black  consciousness  that 
Negroes  have  not  traditionally  possessed,"  according 
to  Dr.  Phil  Thorpe,  BYU  faculty  member  and 
director  of  the  Community  Action  Program  of  Utah 
County. 

Thus  we  see  that  not  all  Negroes  sympathize  with 
violence  and  disruption. 

MAJOR  REASONS 

The  President's  Commission  on  Civil  Disorders 
singles  out  some  of  the  major  causes  for  the  riots 
which  shook  23  cities  by  1967.  These  are: 

(1)  Discrimination  and  segregation,  prejudice  and 
racism;  (2)  black  migration  to  and  white  exodus 
from  the  cities;  (3)  black  ghettos;  (4)  frustrated 
hopes;  (5)  legitimatization  of  violence  and  law 
breaking;  (6)  lack  of  intellectual  and  political 
power;  (7)  incitement  to  violence  through 
widespread  media  coverage  of  preachers  of  violence 
such  as  Rap  Brown  and  Stokely  Carmichael;  and 
(8)  police. 

Each  of  these  reasons  could  be  examined  in  depth 
but  let's  review  a few: 

Life  in  the  ghettos  seem  to  foster  ignorance,  crime 
and  a general  feeling  of  restlessness.  If  the  rest  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States  were  as 
compressed  as  is  the  population  in  Harlem,  the 
whole  U.S.  population  could  fit  into  the  city  of 
New  York,  according  to  one  estimate. 

Most  Negroes  are  in  the  lower  income  bracket  and 
the  civil  rights  effort  has  mainly  aided  the 
middle-class  Negro,  since  much  of  the  legislation  in 
education,  housing  and  employment  has  not  greatly 
affected  those  Negroes  in  slums.

seen  almost  universally  as  the  black  man's  enemy 
and  the  white  man's  friend. 

POSSIBLE  SOLUTIONS 

While  most  agree  that  riots  and  violent 
demonstrations  must  be  stopped,  a major 
disagreement  arises  over  the  roles  government  and 
business  should  play  in  solving  these  problems. 

Some  believe  that  while  all  social  legislation  has 
not  been  bad,  more  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the 
supreme  power  of  individual  effort.  Others  contend 
that  it  is  preposterous  to  suppose  that  a Negro  who 
is  shackled  by  ignorance,  poverty,  and 
inopportunity  can  pull  himself  out  of  his  dilemma 
through  individual  effort. 

Some-such  as  Dr.  Todd  Britsch  of  the 
Humanities  Dept,  of  BYU-believe  that  government 
programs  should  be  used  to  give  disadvantaged 
persons  an  opportunity  to  achieve  independence 
and  that  the  "primary  function  of  social  legislation 
should  be  to  eliminate  the  need  for  further 
legislation." 

A recent  report  by  "Newsweek"  reveals  that  most 
businessmen  feel  federal  and  state  government 
should  shoulder  the  responsibility.  Others,  however, 
such  as  David  Rockefeller,  believe  that  business  will 
pick  up  most  of  the  tab  and  that  it  will  become 
fashionable  to  do  so.  To  achieve  this,  the 
government  will  undoubtedly  have  to  provide  such 
incentives  as  tax  allowances,  direct  credits  and  rapid 
depreciation  write-offs.  If  President-elect  Nixon  has 
his  way,  this  will  be  the  case. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  believe  that  the 
hundreds  of  Community  Action  programs 
throughout  the  nation,  which  are  aimed  at  getting 
people  off  welfare,  and  which  include  activities  such 
as  Head  Start  and  various  vocational  improvement 
programs,  are  aiding  many  of  the  disadvantaged  to 
achieve  independence  and  dignity. 

Private  business  is  already  proving  that  it  can  help 
by  providing  on-the-job-training,  putting  forth  extra 
effort  to  place  more  Negroes  in  meaningful 
positions,  constructing  plants  and  factories  in  ghetto 
areas,  rehabilitating  old  housing  units  and 
attempting  to  improve  ghetto  areas. 

Whatever  the  answer,  Americans  should 
understand  that  "race  prejudice  has  shaped  our 
history  decisively.  It  now  threatens  to  affect  our 
future,  according  to  the  Riot  Commission.  The 
Commission  also  states,  "What  white  Americans 
have  not  fully  understood,  but  what  Negroes  can 
never  forget,  is  that  white  society  is  deeply 
implicated  in  the  ghetto.  White  institutions  created 
it,  white  institutions  maintain  it,  and  white  society 
condones  it."

Barth,  F.D. 
Win  Top 
Net  Honors 

Play  in  the  First  Annual  BYU 
Indoor  Tennis  Tournament  came 
to  a close  Saturday  with  players 
from  the  University  of  Utah  and 
UCLA  sharing  top  honors. 

Singles  competition  was 
dominated  by  F.D.  Robbins, 
spectacular  freshman  from  Utah, 
with  the  doubles  crown  going  to 
the  UCLA  team  of  Roy  Barth  and 
Steve  Tidball.  Robbins  defeated 
nationally  rated  Barth  6-2,  6-4, 
for  the  championship  with  the 
B ar t h-Tidball  combination 
stretching  past  the  Cougar  duo  of 
Zdravko  Mincek  and  Dave  George, 
6-4,  9-7. 

Robbins,  1968  USLTA  Junior 
Champion,  completely  dominated 
singles  play  impressively  defeating 
Barth,  who  is  rated  in  USLTA 
listings  and  5th  in  Pacific  Coast 
tennis  ratings.

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Broadcast  Stirs  Hope 
For  POW  Unchaining 


PARIS  (AP)— U.S.  negotiator  W. 
Averell  Harriman  said  Sunday 
“ we  are  waiting  hopefully  for 
confirmation”  of  a report  North 

Vietnam  will  release  some  U.S. 
prisoners  for  Christmas,  but 
stressed  nothing  official  has  come 
from  Hanoi. 

The  report  was  carried  in  a 
Moscow  broadcast  in  Vietnamese 
heard  by  U.S.  monitors  Saturday. 
The  broadcast  quoted  Radio 
Hanoi  as  saying  a number  of  the 
U.S.  captives  would  be  freed. 

Some  U.S.  sources  believed  the 
circumstances  pointed  toward  a 
mistake  by  the  Soviet  broadcast. 
American  listening  posts  had 
heard  no  such  item  direct  from 
Hanoi. 

Any  release  of  the  prisoners 
would  be  welcomed  by  the  U.S. 
government  and  by  Harriman, 
who  has  given  special  attention  to 
the  issue  before  and  during  the 
months  of  talks  with  North 
Vietnamese  negotiators  in  Paris. 

More  than  400  crewmen  of  U.S. 
planes  downed  over  North 
Vietnam  are  believed  to  be  held 
prisoner,  though  Hanoi  has  never 
supplied  a list  or  allowed  an 
agency  such  as  the  International 
Red  Cross  to  visit  them. 

The  North  Vietnamese  set  three 
U.S.  fliers  free  during  1968  Tet 
ho  liday  and  three  more  in  July 
after  Harriman  said  that  release  of 
captives  would  improve  the 
negotiating  climate. 


As  an  avowed  act  of  good  will, 
Hanoi  has  also  announced  that 
Christmas  cards  and  packages  can 
be  mailed  to  the  airmen  this  Yule 
season. 

But  in  general,  the  Communists 
have  taken  the  position  that  the 
prisoner  question  is  something 
that  will  have  to  await  a general 
settlement  of  the  war,

ST.  PAUL,  Minn.  (AP)— Vice 
President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey 
Sunday  accepted  a joint 
professorship  position  at 
Macalester  College  of  St.  Paul  and 
the  University  of  Minnesota  at 
Minneapolis. 

Defeated  in  a bid  for  the 
nation’s  presidency  in  November, 
the  vice  president  said  he  was 
happy  to  be  returning  to  his 
adopted  state  where  he  had  first 
gained  stature  as  a tough, 
i n corruptab  le  mayor  of 
Minneapolis. 

Humphrey  is  an  alumnus  of 
Minnesota  and  a former 
Macalester  professor. 

The  vice  president  will  receive  a 
$30,000  salary  for  teaching  nine 
months  at  the  two  schools  which 
are  only  a few  minutes  of  freeway 
driving  apart.
